HawaUan OorrMpondonoe to 

WASiiiNMiToN, March S. - Ttu* pri'siilt-nt 
yesterday sent to congrtss the latoHt cor- 
Ntpondeaoe in relation to Hawaii, being 
tfaive Ittton with enck)maret from Min- 
iitsr WilUs, ooming a period fhnn Fob. 
10 to Feb. 25 inclusive. The important 
feature of the correspondence is a state- 
ment that steps havo Ixjt'n takfii to iirn- 
Tide for a new constitution und new 
form of government for Hawaii. 

The first letter is merely an acknowl- 
•dfsme&t of the noeipC of dispatches. 

The second letter under date of Hono- 
lulu, Feb. 14, describes the situation in 
Hawaii during the month as having been 
QntDwnally quiet. 

Minister Willii mentions theohtngee 
In the enontiTe conncil, which have al- 
ready been noted; the report that Mr. 
Dole will Qr.-prire a new constitation 
and tfays that a spiriied contest is now in 
progress looking to the introdaction of 
the "representaUre system," into the 
oonncils of the provisional government. 
In this connection he mentiixts a resolu- 
tion pawed at a massiueeting Feb. 18, 
favoring the enactment ot a law increas- 
ing the membership of the advisory 
conncil from 14 tu 24, the new members 
to "be selected by the saflFrages of loyal 
dtiaena in a manner to ba hereafter iwo- 
vided." 

The reasons for the demand are that 
the council la not now representative: 
that the legislatlva dmarteiaiit is too 
corapact and nnall; tut It has been 
miuie oojectionable ay the action of re- 
tiring members in practically selecting 
their own successorii; that the personnel 
has been changed, and tiiat in these 
chan^^ee the mass of the supporters of 
the provisional government have had no 
voiie. 

Tiie tliird and last letter is dated 
/Sunohiln, Fel). l '). It ia as follows: 

••At the regular meeting this after- 
noon of the gox erument councils. Hon. 
F. M. Ilutcii i« ad the report of the ju.ii- 
ciary coiuniitttv ou the petition for the 
enlarf^eineiit of the advisory council, 
rei-oinuiending, aH r. iH)rted in the news- 
papt TH, that tliere be ehoeen delegates to 
bit witli the councils and to prepare a 
eon-titution for a periiiaueiit form of 
giivciiiiiiiiit. The report wils adopteil 
and a cojamitteo ai)iHiinted by the preni- 
deiit to pieparr an act for the holding of 
the coustitiitiouid convention. At the 
fame nu't tiii;,' .Mi. Hati li wa^ el. ct -d 
and took his fieat as minister of foreign 
' atfairs. 

"The nias^meeting of the Chinese last 
night was very largely attfiidt-d. The 
newspapers r> jKirt an atti-iidance of 
3,000. Vigorous resolutions again-t tlie 
proi)o8ed le^lshitiou of the sovorument 
were p^i-s- d. I send newspaper clijqtings 
in P K'ir'l lotlu^ above subject."

In d. scribing the Chinese ni:us>nii'( tin;; 
the newspain rs sav it-i t«'nor may be 
jud.;etl l y the fact that the use tif u 
man-of-war wa-* inorf than l;iutecl at. 
The statenit lit Wiis also nunle tliut the 
Chinese paid more ta.\es tli in any other 
ciass; that but tor tliem Ib)nolulnH 
trade would die. and that they had only 
to unite and stand hrm to anin their 
emls. The first sixniker recoininended 
that if the councils would not listen to 
the Chinese they should instrurt the 
Chinese minister at Wa.sliingtou to writ<' 
to the home government alwut their 
troubles. 

The proposed act w;i8 denounced as 
worse ilian the lieary act. The act 
complained of is one proj)osing to r<!- 
qtiira Chinese to take out a special li- 
dnse as a i)re-roquisiti> to coudacting 
bosineaB in Hawaii.

Cm of the Man. CaptnMd and la Believed 
to B« • Noted CrUnliMl. 

WidiiTA, Kan., March 8. At 0 
o'clock yesterday evening two men eu- 
V tered Pierce's jewelry store, in Douglas 
avenue, one of the most public jilai es iu 
the city, and holding the proprietor u|p, 
proceeded to help themselves to dia- 
monds and gold watches. A watou- 
maker, who was working behind a high 
ibowoase unnoticed, coollv stole ui> to 
the front door and louked it and iIku 
turned on the burglar alarm. 

The tingle of the alarm warned the 
robbers, and hudiug the door locked, 
they escaped with the bootv by jumping 
throtigh a plateglaas window. One of 
the robbers was caught in the pursuit 
and made a terhbw fight. Valuable 
diamonds and necldace^ were found hid- 
den under bis shirt, having slipped them 
down the back of his neck. He gave bis 
name as Jolm Locke. The police believe 
him to be a noted erimiaal. Tha other 
robber escaped.

A PACIFIC CABLE. 
Shall It !>• ContrnllpcVby the riii(<-il 
8tatM «r Home Other Xutlon? 

Wellinoton, N. Z., March 8.— The 
delegates who have been attending the 

conference called to discus-s the inter- 
colonial iKJstal and fedegraph service 
have jiiiasixl a resolution in favor of a 
I'acilii' cable to Ainttrica. tln' routt,' fo ))e 
via Samoa, tanning Island and Hono- 
lulu to Vancouver. It is said that this 
route i.s likely to 1^ suppoited by the 
goveriimeuta of the Uuitod States, of 
Germany, Franoa, Oreat BriMn and 
Canada. 

Wo Aro IntoNotod. 

WASHiKOTOif, March 8.— Much inter- 
est was expressed at the Capitol concci-n- 
ing the news from Australia that the au- 
thorities t^re are moving to secure cable 
connections with the United states. 
The importance of this has been empha 
sized by occurrences of the past year in 
the Hawaiian Islands. There is now a 
proi)osition before congress looidng to 
the establishment of such a line, but 
Senator Morgan, chHlnnan of the senate; 
committee on foreign relations, said \w 
had no doubt this government would Im 
willing to oo^operate with the Australian 
authorities in an effort in this direction.

It Is Now IteaUjr to Be Reported to the 
JSoiiato Commlttoa. 

Washinotun, March 8. The sub- 
coiiiniittc*.* of the senate financ commit- 
tee have at last coiiipleted tli ■ ta' i:f I ill 
and it is icaily to Iw reported to the lull 
committee. I'lie sug:ir schedule was the 
last thing to receive the attention oi the 
committee, and the work was broUi;;ht 
to a close by placing the figure at 1 cent 
a iH)iind, or about that figure on sugar, 
sh jwing HO degrees fineness, according 
to the polarisconic t:st, und iuc reiisiiig 
the amount graaually with the inci-ease 
of the purity of the article. It is known 
that the increase does not reach a 
quarter of a cent, but it can not be 
statetl definitely just what it is. 

It is leameil.from another source than 
that quoted to the effect that the tax ou 
whisky will remain the same as now 
state<l in the Wilson bill, that the whisky 
tax will probably Ihj in( i ea.se«l to $1.10 
per gallon and the bonded period extend- 
ed to five years. This is done, it is said, 
to accommodate the bourbon an I rye 
distillers, who have oleaded for an ex- 
tension of the bondea period regardless 
of the amount of the tax, and the tax is 
increased in order to grant the exten- 
sion of time without decreasiug the 
immediate^ revenue to be deilved 
from it.

LOUISIANA' S ~NEW SENATOR. 

ConrroMiBMi Blanoliard SmMods Judge 

White in the Senate. 

Ni;w OuLKANS, March 8. (Governor 
Foster yesterday recoivitd the rvsigiiation 
of United titates tionator £. D. White to 
take effect on Monday, March 12. The 
governor aoorated tlie same and up- 
pointed Hon. Kewton C. Blanohard as 
senator to succeed Judge White. Mr. 
Blancbard will serve as stnator until the 
lagialatura tills the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Judge white. 'I be 
governor has authority to appoint during 
a recess of the legislature only. Judge 
White's term wiU aqiire in 1807. 

Mr. Blancbard was a candidate for 
the senate before the legislature of Wh. 
and also before that of 1898. His pro- 
motion to the senate naturally leaves his 
seat in the house vacant, and an election 
will be ordered at onoe at which Ids suc- 
cessor will be elected. Mr. J. C. Pug'a 
of Bed River, now a state senator, and 
Speaker Bolton of the house of r< pi e- 
sentatives are the gentlemen most 
prouiineutly mentioned for the vacant 
congression al seat.

WASHiJiaTOJf, March 8.— After five 
dajrs of debate the pansion appropriation 
bill, carrying floi.ooo.uoo. was passed 
yesterday afternoon willioul division. 
Throughout the deb.ite tliere hml been 
no criticism of the amount carried by 
the bill, the debate being on the one 
hand confined to an assault on the man- 
ner in which tho present commissioner 
of iiensiona had administered the office 
and his alleged unauthorized snspeiision 
of pensions, and, on the other, t<j a <le- 
feu.«e (jf the attempt of the commissioner 
to purge tho rolls of those who were not 
eat. tied to a place upon them. 

^ esteiday tliere were several very 
spirited siHjeches. thos j by (ieneral Heii- 
deison of Iowa, Mr. O J^eil m closing the 
debate and ex-SjK'aker Grow. All the 
amendnieiils lo ihe bill, save one, that of 
Mr. liickler, to make the reports of the 
examining surgeons open to the inspei - 
tion of the applicant or his attorneys, 
were ilefeatetl. They all fell under 
points of order that they were not ger- 
mane. The one which attracted most 
att. ntion wa*" that of Mr. Enloato repeal 
a iiortion of the proviKlon included in tu ■ 
act of last December to prevent the su.s- 
))ension of any pension except on 8U days' 
n tice. so as to permit the suspension in 
casj of plain ]>r,ma facie evident th.it 
the p«.>nsioner had secured bis p.'usion ) y 
forgery, perjury or other palpable fraud. 

This amendment was oifercd at the 
suggestion of Commissioner Locbroi 
himself , who. under the ophiion of tlu^ 
attorney general declared tnat if tlie act 
of last Decemlier stood, over $5U0,0oU 
would have to be paid out to susponded 
pensioners who were proven b^'yond all 
question not to be lunger entitled to the 
pensions they had been drawing. Mr. 
Onthwaite, the chairman of the coin- 
1. .ttee of the whole, however, ruled the 
amendment out on Mr. Martin's point of 
order that it was not u;ermane. 

8elKaloiniKe Kill Nearly I'asxed. 

W.\si..N,.ro.\, March 8. An excitiu'r 
and iuteit sting debate was precinitaxed 
in the sen , to by Jlr. Harris' monon for 
the second reading of the seigniorage 
bill. This bill was opposed by Mr. Sher- 
man, who moved its reference to th - 
finance committee, and in the course of 
a strong speech in opponition to the bill, 
said tliat Its object was to divert a trust 
fund from its legitimate purpose — a 
thing which in OUo would be a peniten- 
tiary offense. 

His motion was defeated, however, 
and the bill taken up as uudimhed busi- 
ness, and almo.st before anyone was 
aware of what had happened, it passed 
its third reuding and was on the point of 
passing the senate. Then its ojiponents 
t^vored from their sf cise and en- 
deavored to prevent its p.* iiage, and on 
request of eenator Sherman it went 
over.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK BRIGHTENING. 

Henry Olews, the New York Financier, 
Sayg There Hm Been a Marked 



Henry Olews, the New York financier 
•nd banker, in hie weekly letter, eayi : 

"There in Hn untiiistakable improve- 
ment iu tlie tone and volume of general 
trade. That recovery has been coming 
slowly and almost imperceptibly ever 
since the opening of the year ; bat it is 
DOW perceived to be an established fact 
and finds expression in a diminution of 
complaint and in a more confident feel- 
ing iind freer buying. This is conspicu- 
ously the case in the dry goods trade, 
whid) is largely repreaentatiTe of moet 
otlicr trades, and in which complaint has 
been most general. In that department, 
prices have settled down to a re- 
'Inrtion nvcra^^ing 10 to 12 per cent, rom- 
pared with a year ago, on cotton goods, 
and 10 to 20 per cent, on woolen and 
worsted goodn ; and on this basis of prices 
distributers have evidently become will- 
ing to buy. It is to be remeilibiBred that 
the spring trade of' last year was un- 
usually active, and compariions with 
that period nuut 0uUw •Uowanoe lor 
that fact. 

"The fall in prices of course .reduces 

the volume of business when meaaured 
by values, but it is doubtful if the vol- 
ume, as estimated by quanity, now shows 
any important decline from average 
years ; this being,especiaUy the case with 
respect to ootton gooda, whOe the show- 
ing on wool fabrioi may be eomewbat 
less favorable. 

"In the grocery tnAe the oonditions 
are about the same as in dry goods, the 
jobbing sales being about equal in quan- 
tity to those of a year ago, while prices 
are 10 and 16 per cent, lower, and collec- 
tions reasonably satisfactory. In the 
iron trade a largely increased buHinePs 
could be done if there were greater har- 
mony among manufacturers about prices, 
which are being held up with a persist- 
ency which the situation does not seem 
to justify, and this pt*f^^ ^Mftm 6t 
railroad and structural iron and steel 
from operating. These are plain indica- 
tions that tiie worst stage of the business 
df'proasion has gone by, and that we have 
certainly entered upon a period of re- 
covery which only needs the end of tarifi 
legislation in order to its developing into 
an established recovery in the general 
trade of th« country."

Although a Republican, He Makes a 
Splendid Argnment In Favor 

0f 



In an oratorical contest between Cieorge- 
town University of Washington City and 

the Oolninbian University, the former 
won. The tarifi' and thc income tax was 
the subject The Washington Post says : 
The most enthusiastic speech of the 
evening and the one moet warmly re- 
ceived, was that of John W. Langley, of 
Kentucky, who cloeed for the affirmative. 
It was a very able exposition from a 
practical point of view, and contained 
enough of patriotic allusion to call forth 
wild cheers from the gallery, one of the 
most vociferously applauded sUitements 
being that there would be no evasion of 
the tax in the Bloe Grass Stste, where 
they valued patriotism and personal 
probity at a higher rate than 2 per cent, 
on the dollar." 

Mr. Langley is a young Republican 
from the Big Sandy valley, but he made 
a splendid Democratic argument. 

"Ourgovemment," he said, "was found- 
ed to provide the greatest good for the 
greatest number. The tariff, he asserted, 
was not paid by the foreigner, but by the 
consumer, ami, as a result, those least 
able to pay, ])ay tin- bulk of taxation, 
while the rich, who receive the greatest 
benefit, bear the least burden. He daim- 
eil that three-fonrths of the business of 
our federal conrta was confined to the 
settlement of the interests of capital, 

while our army anil navy were maintained 
chiefly for the protection of property. 
In addition to its injustice, the present 
system of taxation tended to the concen- 
tration of wealth in the hands of tlie few, 
and that was dangerous under any cir- 
cumstances. Thus to-day we are con- 
fronted with a condition as well as a the- 
ory—there is a deficiency in the treasury 
— our credit has been endangered. This 
emergency must be met, and no better 
solution of the promblein appeared than 
the enactment of an income tax. If a 
tariff of retuonable sise was placed upon 
imported articles, the internal revenue 
tax continued, and the income tax levied, 
then would the true theory of taxation 
be complied with, in that all would bear 
an equal shape of the burdens of the 
government.'^
